TESTIMONY IS ALL ON RECORD. 


The Flagler Railroad Interests to Be 
Given Half the Land for Colo- 
nizing Work Done. 


Eperial to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 24.—The tes- 
twnony of the Perrine land grant investiza- 
tion is all tn. Thursday night the commit- 
tee will meet again to hear the arguments 
of the attorneys representing the settlers, 
the Perrine heirs and the Secretary of the 
Interior. Then it will formulate its report 
to the Senate. 

The testimony taken by the committee 
has developed enough to show that the 

- proofs of settlement of the lands were se- 
cured by the Flagler railroad and the Per- 
rines by dubious methods; that the Florida 
East Coast Railway Co., which is to get 
one-half the lands, used coercion and intim- 
dation towards settlers in the interest of 
the Perrines, and that since last March, 
when the contract between the Perrines 
and the Flagler road was entered into, 
proofs of settlement have been made by set- 
tlers who have not yet been on the land a 
year and who were sent there by the rail- 
road company. 

It is quite probable that there will be 
two reports from the Investigation Com- 
mittee. One will recommend that Congress 
stay its hand and let the courts decide 
whether the patent is valid. It will also 
declare that the Secretary of the Interior 
committed an error in ‘ssuing a patent to 
all the lands. 

While proof of settlement of a part of 
the lands is clear and undoubtedly valid, 
it is evident that the terms have not been 
complied with as to the entire 23,000 acres. 

Senator Vilas will undoubtedly present a 
report stating that the patent is all right 
and is good for the whole tract. 


TANNER’S QUARTER MILLION. 


The House Defeats the Bill to Allow

President Duke of the American Com- 
pany Questioned by the 
Lexow Committee. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 24.—James B. Duke, 
President of the American Tobaceo Co., 
was one of the first to appear to-day in the 
room of the Joint Legislative Committee on 
Trusts. He brought with him the labor 
statistics asked for yesterday by Senator 
Lexow. The papers show that prior to the 
incorporation of the American Tobacco Co., 
in 1890, the several companies gave employ- 
ment to 5,895 tobacco workers. To-day the 
number of employes in the employ of the 
company is 9,194, making an increase since 
the date of consolidation of 3,299 hands. 

In calling to order Chairman Lexow said: 
It is the intentién of the committee to in- 
vestigate the so-called Coal Trust to-mor- 
row. Charges have been made that the 
coal combination is the most vici@&s trusi 
that exists, and certain newspapers have 
made specific charges of the existence of 
this combination or trust.“

HIS ACTION IS NOT YET FULLY: 
EXPLAINED. 


DIPLOMACY AKIN TO LYING. 
Quarrels Between the Secretary of State 


and the Consul-General Have 
Been Frequent. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 4.—The fol- 
lowing cablegram was received Tuesday 
morning by the State Department: 

“HAVANA, Feb. 22.—Secretary of State: 


My resignation mailed per steamer. 
“LEE.” 


Secretary Olney replied to this almost im- 
mediately, urging Gen. Lee to withhold his 
resignation until something could be done, 
and declaring that his retirement at this 
time and in such a manner “would cause 
untold trouble.“ 

After sending his dispatch, Secretary Ol- 
ney hurried over to the White House with 
Gen. Lee’s telegram in his pocket and 
talked over the situation with President 
Cleveland for nearly an hour before the 
other members of the Cabinet arrived to 
attend the regular meeting. 

The President fully approved of Mr. Ol- 
ney’s action in requesting Gen. Lee to with- 
draw his resignation for the present. The 
matter was not laid before the Cabinet. 


HAVANA, Feb. %.—Gen. Lee was shown 
cablegrams explaining the dispatches re- 
ceived in New York relative to his reported 
resignation. He then said: 

„I will resign if not sustained by the 
State Department. Until now I have not 
received an answer. The question at issue 
was not the death of Ruiz, but related to 
Charles Franklin Scott, who was thirteen 
days incommunicado. I asked that he be 
placed communicado immediately. Scott is 
already communicado and the question has 
lost its importance.

NEW YORK, Feb. Feb. %4.—After being 
buffeted about between newspaper reports 
and State Department denials concerning 
Gen. Lee's resignation, the public fully ap- 
preciates that diplomacy is akin to lying. 
There is no longer any doubt here that Lee 
has resigned, and has been asked to delay 
action. His friends are proud of his bold 
stand and are elated that he should have un- 
masked Olney completely and placed the 
odium of sacrificing American lives and 
American principies on him.

Just how formidable this opposi- 
tion will be cannot be accurately predicted 
at this time, for the reason that the op- 
ponents of the bill are moving very quietly. 

The Cole bill is not generally understood. 


It was introduced early in the session, soon 
after the Avery fellow servant bill,and while 
that measure was still pending some of the 
friends of the genuine fellow servant legis- 
lation, who had not taken the trouble to 
study the Cole bill thoroughly, conceived the 
idea that it was a general fellow servant 
bill, and, therefore, not atceptable to them. 
Representative Avery and others who are 
known to be on the right side of legislation 
along this line unite in saying that the Cole 
bill Is a good measure and it should be 
‘passed. While it is in one sense a fellow 
servant bill, it is not one of the kind which 
have been introduced from time to time, 
embracing such general features as to in- 
sure its defeat. At least this is the opinion 
of the Cole bill as given to the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent by some of the best 
men in the Assembly.

Jefferson City Has No Desire to Com- 
pete With Fort Smith.

The situation is grave. Armed and excited 
Mussulmans are parading the streets, full 
of indignation at the news from Selinos, 
where Mussulmans are besieged. 

The Benghazi Arabs threaten to burn the 

whole of Canea. While the palace was 
burning a strong box containing 7,000 pounds 
fell into the ruins and broke open, where- 
upon there was @ wild rush of Turkish sol- 
diers and Mussulmans to secv¢e the treas- 
ure. The foreign marines were obliged to 
fire blank cartridges to restrain them, and 
for a time a serious conflict between the 
Turks and Europeans was threatened. 
The admirals are about to issue a proc- 
lamation in all the towns and villages, ex- 
plaining the reason for the presence of the 
foreign fleets in- Cretan waters and ex- 
horting tranquillity. 

The population is so divided by hatred 
that schemes for reforms are futile. The 
best plan, it is argued, is to permit the 
Greek troops to occupy the country and es- 
cort the besieged Mussulmans abroad, for 
the Mussulmans cannot remain in Crete. 

The suggestion of the Consuls that a for- 
eign force be landed at Selinos in order to 
cover the retreat of the beleaguered Mussul- 
mans has not been adopted, owing to the 
available number of marines being insuffi- 
cient. In view of the large force of the in- 
surgents, the Admirals have decided to con- 
fine their action to the dispatch of warships 
to Selinos.

And what lawyer will say that such a 
writ is not discretionary with the Judge ap- 
plied to for it? It was clearly a matter of 


he and his associates, had to decide wheth- 
er any Federal question was or could be 
involved in the appeal. And if, after exam- 
ination, he believed none was involved, 
then it was clearly his duty to deny the 
writ, And this, we take it, was the reason 
why the writ was not issued, or if issued, 
as the attorneys claim, was recalled. How- 
ever, it is made to appear (and right here 
seems to be the tender spot in this matter) 
that the writ had been issued, and after- 
wards recalled for some suspected unfair 
purpose. This is a very unkind charge and 
ought to be well founded before made. 
The reporter of the Globe-Democrat for 
last Wednesday makes Gov. Johnson say 
that after Judge Gantt had signed the writ 
and laid it down on the deak before-him, he 
became possessed of information, through. 
defendant’s counsel, that the issuance of 
the writ would stay the execution of their 
client and give him certainly a few days 
longer to live and them possibly a chance 
to win their case. They say that Judge 
Gantt, after making this important dis- 
covery, and after consultation with Judge 
Sherwood, changed his mind as to issuing 
the writ and destroyed the writ that he 
had signed and declined to issue any writ 
whatever. This is the story as sensatien- 
ally told in the Globe. But, in all candor, 
does it bear thé stamp of veracity? The 
lawyer would say no. In the first place, 
the bar of the State knows that Judge Gantt 
well understood the effect of the writ when 
issued, and that it operated as a supersedeas 
of the execution to take place on the 16th, 
In the next place, that the writ, if issued as 
claimed by the counsel for defendant, could 
on more mature consideration be reealled 
by the power that could issue it. Why? 
Because the issuing of the writ was a 
judicial act and not mintsterlal-was the 
act of a Judge and not of a clerk. The 
writ was indisputably under the control of 
the Presiding Judge, if not the court, and 
must so remain until the record in the case 
had been made up to accompany the writ 
and the #ame transmitted to the Clerk of 
the Supreme Court of the United States. 
The writ, even if issued (which it certainly 
was not), was or could not in any sense 
be the property of the defendant or his 
counsel, but was simply the instrument of 
the law by which thé case could be trans- 
ferred to the highest court in the land. It 
was the law's agent, and not the defend- 
ant’s, and could only be issued when the 
law was put in operation for that purpose. 
And if the oracle of the law declined to 
issue it, or, having issued it, recalled it 
before effective, that was the end of it, 
The legal and just end of the whole matter, 
That there has been too much written about 
this case in the newspapers no one would 
gainsay. From the start it seemed to be 
the evident purpose of the préss to prejudice 
the country against Duestrow. In this it 
succeeded admirably; too well, no one will 
deny. Yet, after all, I hardly believe that 
any one who respects truth will charge 
any of the courts through which the case 
passed with desiring to do anything except 
to declare the law as each saw it, accord- 
ing to the facts in the case. There should 
be no objection to the recalcitrant scoldings 
of defeated and disappointed lawyers. It ‘s 
a time-honored right that they have after 
having been beaten. But they have no 
right to undertake to stir up the country 
against the judiciary, and they will hardly 
add any laurels to the splendid legal fight 
they made, although it was unsuccessful. 
No one, however, is alarmed for the safety 
of the Supreme Court, or for the liberties 
of the people, in consequence of the Dues-

INSURANCE MEN 
WILL PAY UP. 


CAPT. SLATTERY’S HEIRS TO GET 
ALL THEIR MONEY. 


EFFECTED A COMPROMISE. 


Three of the Suits Withdrawn and 
Other Withdrawals Will Fol- 
low Shortly. 


Three of the insurance companies in which 
the late Capt. Dennis P. Slattery held poli- 
cies, have settled with the Slattery heirs. 
Negotiations are pending with the others 
which will probably result in the payment 
of the claims in full. 

When Capt. Slattery was drowned in 
King’s Lake in the spring of 18%, several of 
the insurance companies started the theory 
that he committed suicide. Other companies 
took the cue from these and when payment 
of the large life insurance carried by the 
deceased was demanded the companies re- 


fused to settle. 

After some time spent in useless negotia- 
tion, suits were filed against the insurance 
companies by Francis B. Aglar, guardian 
of the Slattery heirs. The principal suits 
were against the Union Casualty and Sure- 
ty Co. of St. Louis, for $5,000; the Fidelity 
and Casualty Co. of New York, for $30,000, 
and the United States Guarantee Co. of New 
York, for $10,000. 

Depositions of witnesses to the death of 
Capt. Slattery were filed in each of these 
cases. They practically destroyed the de- 
fense of the companies that Capt. Slattery 
committed suicide. 

Realizing that their contention was unjust 
and unfounded, the companies signified their 
willingness to settle with the heirs. As a re- 
sult of the subsequent negotiations payment 
in full of the claims of the heirs has been 
made by the Union, the United States and 
Fidelity companies, aggregating $45,000. An 
agreement has been reached with the other 
companies whereby they also will settle in 
full within a short time. 

Wednesday the suit of Mr. Aglar against 
the Union Casualty and Surety Co. of St. 
Louis, pending in Judge Klein's court, was 
dismissed by lawyers Noble and Shields, 
representing the Slattery heirs. The other 
suits will be dismissed in a few days. 

Gen. John W. Noble stated to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that the dismissal was at e 
defendant’s cost, and that the same terms 
were made with the other companies. 

The insurance companies,“ said Gen. No- 
ble, have acted very fairly in the matter, 
and the heirs of Capt. Slattery are well 
satisfied. The companies that have not al- 
ready paid up will do so within a few days, 
I understand, and then all the suits will be 
dismissed.“ 5

Dr. Finney Replies to His Charge That 
the Association Spends $2 
to Give Away $1. 


Father Connelly, pastor of St. Teresa 
Parish, had occasion to make an announce- 
ment from the pulpit recently regarding 
the society of the King’s Daughters. After 
the announcement, which concerned a 
meeting to be held during the week, he 
spoke of the meeting of the parish confer- 
ence of the St. Vincent de Pau! Society and 
called the attention of the congregation to 
an editorial] in the Church Progress and 
Catholic World of February 6. He advised 
every member of the congregation to read 
it that it might encourage them to aid in 


the charitable work of the St. Vincent de 
Paul Society. 

The editorial, which was indorsed by Fr. 
Connelly and recommended to the congrega- 
tion of St. Teresa Parish was as follows: 

CHRISTIAN CHARITY VERSUS SAL- 

ARIED BENEFICENCE. 

Out of every dollar contributed to the 
Provident Association about 67 cents is 
eaten up in expenses, and the remaining 
33 cents is devoted to the relieving of 
one special class of poor persons only, 
to-wit, those who are Protestants or un- 
believers. 

Out of $77,736.47 expended by that body 
during the past two years only $25,590.90 
ever reached those for whom ft was in- 
tended.

And, remember, that the St. Vincent 
de Paul Society is forbidden by a most 
strenuous rule to even inquire into the 
religion of a needy person before giving 
him assistance, and that its benefactions 
are always accompanied by a personal 
investigation of each individual case. 

Can it be believed that, in spite of the 
above facts, there are actually many 
Catholics who make the Provident Asso- 
ciation the medium of their benevolence? 
The following Monday evening the con- 
ference of the St. Vincent de Paul Society 
met and a member of the parish took occa- 
sion to censure the Church Progress’ publi- 
cation. Mr. Connolly, another member of 
the parish, and not Father Connolly, de- 
fended the stand taken by the Church 
Progress on the ground that the truth

PATRIOTIO SOCIETIES MAY 
MERGE THEIR INTERESTS. 


FEELING OF RIVALRY NOW DEAD 


Sons of the Revolution and Sons of the 
American Revolution in a 
Strong Alliance, 


| 


Active efforts are being made to bring 
about the consolidation of the Sons of the 
American Revolution and the Sons of the 
Revolution. 

For a long time the greatest rivalry existed 
between the two organizations, but within 
the last year there has been a growing sen- 
timent among the members of both societies 
that they should be merged. While strong 


efforts in this direction have been made in 
St. Louis, the movement to bring the soci- 
eties together is national in its scope. Both 
societies have branches all over the country. 
At the annual meeting of the Sons of the 
Revolution held in Savannah Ga., last 
April sentiment was largely in favor of such 
a union and a committee was named to con- 
fer with a similar committee appointed by 
the Sons of the American Revolution, who 
met at Richmond, Va., at the same time. 
The committees got together, but the rep- 
resentatives of the Sons of the Revolution 
insisted that they were not authorized to 
go to the extent asked by the Sons of the 
American Revolution, and the plan was 
abandoned temporarily. Then the members 
of the State branches of both sdcieties took 
the matter in hand, with the result that it 
ig now confidently expected that the con- 
solidation will take place within a year. 
Local members of both societies are of the 
opinion that the unfon will be brought about 
a short time after the annual meetings. 
The Sons of the Revolution will meet on 
April 19, and the Sons of the American 
Revolution on April 30. 

Gen. George H. Shields, President of the 
local Society of the Sons of the American 
Revolution, is enthusiastic over the pros- 
pects of a union of the societies. 

‘I believe firmly,’’ he said, that the Sons 
of the Revolution, at their annual meeting, 
will take steps to co-operate with the Sons 
of the American Revolution in bri ng 
about a consolidation. In St. Louis there 
has been a feeling for some time that the 
societies should come together. There is 
really no difference between them. Their 
objects are the same and the qualifications 
for membership are identical. Their con- 
stitutions are similar, and in many in- 
stances the same person belongs to both 
societies. 

“The local societies are rivals only in the 
sense that each tries to enroll as many 
members as possible. While there has at 
times been transient bad feeling, the rela- 
tions of the local societies are now most 
leasant. The Sons of the American Revo- 
ution is the older in St. Louis. 

“When the Song of the Revolution was 
formed a little more than three years ago, 
some animosity was engendered, but noth- 
ing of the kind exists now. The only dif- 
ference that ever existed between the two 
societies was eradicated about a year ago. 
Prior to that time the Sons of the 2 
tion admitted collateral members. The 
Sons of the American Revolution never did 
this, and the Sons of the Revolution have 
discontinued the practice so that there is 
now no bar to the proposed union. 

The merging of the two societies would 
result in an organization which would be 
one of the most influential in St. Louis. Both 
societies number among their members the 
best citizens, and if these gentlemen were 
to unite their interests in the common cause 
of patriotism they would be a power in loca]

STOCK YARDS INVESTIGATION 
ENDS SENSATIONALLY. 


CATTLE RAISERS ARE DRIVEN. 


Secretary Ramsay Says Nine-Tenths of 
the Packing Business Is Done 
by Organized Capital. 


The Stock Yards investigation in St. Louis 
by the Legislative Committee from Jefferson 
City closed Tuesday afternoon with sensa- 
tional testimony from Secretary William 
Ramsay of the Union Stock Yards. The 
testimony was reported in a late edition 
of the Post-Dispatch. The members of thé 
committee, with the exception of Represen- 
tative Crisp, returned to Jefferson City 
Tuesday night. They will complete there 
the taking of testimony relative to the Bt. 
Joe yards, purchased by Gustavus Swift, 
of the “Big Four.” The committee will also 
deliberate upon the information at hand, 
preparatory to reporting to the Legislature, 

The committee secured information show- 
ing the extent of the control exerted by 
the big beef combines on the markets, but 
sees no way cet breaking it owing to the 
fact that little of the trust’s property is in 
this State. The Union Stock Yards in St. 
Louis, according to all the information pro- 
curable by the committee, is entirely inde- 
pendent of the combine, and is the only thing 


that stands between the consumers in 
Missouri and the rapacity of the “Big 
Four.“ 

According to the testimony of Secretary 
Ramsay, the Union Stock Yards has paid 
no dividends since 1894, when one of 2 per 
cent was declared. The company, in fact, 
had been losing money the last seven years, 
and only continued operations because it 
would rather lose money than give up an 
honest fight. 

In 1896 the yards had handled 97,337 head 
of cattle, 382,727 hogs, 53,788 sheep and 15,776 
horses and mules. Its total receipts were 
$47,388. The company was capitalized for 

,000, and had $150,000 bonded indebted- 
ness. It had invested $300,000 in the abbat- 
toir, but that had proved a losing venture. 

Mr. Ramsay said there was no discrimina- 
tion at the Union yards against cattle driven 
in and driven out in favor of those brought 
in by rail. Where such discrimination was 
practiced, as in the Kansas City yards, it 
was for the purpose of preventing small 
butchers from slaughtering independently, 
compelling them to have their stock slaugh- 
tered in the abattoirs. 

Mr. Ramsay’s testimony further showed 
that with the Union Stock Yards in opera- 
tion, the yards in East St. Louis were com- 
pelled to make concessions to St. Louis 
packers. Concessions were also made by 
the railroads in the matter of freight to 
and from the East St. Louis yards. With 
the Union Stock Yards out of existence 
these concessions would be withdrawn and 
no packers could do business in St. Louis. 
They would have to move across the river.
